WIFE IN COURT OFHONDR, WEST END 


“Happy Jack’’ Pollard, pioneer 
rancher of Lytle Creek Canyon, yes- 
terday glanced-squarely into the eyes 
of his former wife,..who he once ac- 
cused of stealing a deed to his $40,- 
000 ranch after she had vamped him 
by ultra-modern wiles at her home 
in the loneliness of the vanyon into 
marrying her. 

The former Mrs. Pollard, his jun- 
ior by many years, was a spectator 
in Judge Benjamin F. Warmer’s 
courtroom, where “Happy Jack” is 
fighting to recover half interest in 
his ranch, the title of which was 
gained by .the law firm of Rohe, 
Jeffers & Devine by fraud and de- 
ceit, according to his charges. She 
glanced at Pollard, who turned his 
head quickly. 

Pollard was on the witness stand. 
He read scribbled words of incidents 
in his lonely life in Lytle Creek 
Canyon in testifying as to the dates 
relative to his acquisition of the 
ranch. 

Deeded Property 

He lost title to the ranch in 1918, 
he charges, after his wife had stolen 
the deed from his trunk and record- 
ed it. He admits that he assigned 
the property to her in a deed in 
1918, the year of their marriage, 
but did not deliver it, thereby re- 
taining possession. 

“Happy Jack” married, he charges, 
only after he had been vamped. Late 
at night he was called to the home 
of the woman near his ranch, he 
said, upon her urgent appeal that 
he soothe her pain-racked body by 
rubbing with his hands. 

It was then that his romance be- 
gan, he claimed. 

After the deed. was stolen and re- 
corded, the rancher claimed, he re- 
tained the attorneys to recover his 
property, agreeing to give half in- 
terest in the ranch only after the 
attorneys had represented the re- 
covery of the ranch as a piece.of 
difficult litigation. It was recovered 
out of court, the attorneys paying 
Mrs. Pollard to relinquish her claim, 
he charges. 

Deceit Denied 

The attorneys declare they fulfilled 
their contract by recovery of half 
interest in the ranch-for “Happy 
Jack.” and deceit was not practiced. 

The litigation yesterday was again 
merked by frequent wrangles over 
legal technicalities. Pollard’s attor- 
neys, McNabb & Hodge and Byron 
Waters, are attempting to convince 
a jury that the recovery of the title 
to the ranch was a simple and _ in- 
expensive accomplishment and that 
the rancher was overcharged. 

Attorneys Swing & Wilson and W. 
N. Morrow, of Los Angeles, represent 
the law firm. 

The case may continue for a week.

INQUEST FOR BELT 
AND HARDING'HELD 


That it would have been impossible 
for anyone other than Freeman D. 
Harding, deranged Van Nuys ranch- 
er, to have shot and killed Robert 
C. Belt at Bear Valley Monday af- 
ternoon was borne out by the testi- 
mony of W. C. Malone, game war- 
den and deputy sheriff, at the in- 
guest held at the parlors of the 
Mark B Shaw Company in San 
Bernardino, on Wednesday at 3 
o'clock. 

Mr. Malone stated that he 
standing within 20 feet of Mr. 
when he fell. 

Judge J. B. Hanna, coroner, con- 
ducted the inquest. The jury includ- 
ed Victor C. Smith, B, W. Shaper, 
C. E. Anderson, J. Dale Gentry, John 
F. Ward, C. Hawkins, L. M. Lytle 
and D. W. Rallins. 

Verdict returned read: “The de- 
ceased came to his death from in- 
ternal hemorrhages caused by gun- 
shet wounds in the abdomen, chest 
and right thigh, inflicted by one 
Freeman D. Harding, an insane per- 
son.” 

This verdict confirmed a_ similar 
vone given at the inquest over Hard- 
ing’s body at Big Bear Valley Tues- 
day.

Of 
books, 53 were added during the 
month, 6 withdrawn, totaling 5148 
to the city’s credit.

JE call is now going out for another big 
contribution for the miserable refugees 

left desolate by the terrible fire and 

massacre of Smyrna. Many people will 
say they have been solicited and canvassed and 
tagged for this or that charity until they are 
sick of it and their purses are empty.

““Cast thy bread upon the waters for thou 
shalt find it after many days,’’ said the 
}reacher, is one of the most inspired of Bible 
-utterances. Over and over again this has 
proved true. The millions lavished on poor 
famished Russia may seem to a materialist to 
have been sent away forever. Yet the result 
has been to fill the Russian people with a 
profound emotion of gratitude to this country, 
and some day they will repay the debt in some 
way. It will be so with whatever is sent to 
poor desolate Smyrna, 
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“Make Your Mind Behave” 
URVEYING the span of 100 years which 
his ‘life has covered, Mr. Cornelius Cole 
of California, who was a member ‘of the 
House of Representatives and then a 
United States senator when most of the 
readers of these lines were in their early 
youth, has some interesting conclusions to 
offer from the richness of his experience. And 
the summary of his conclusions is contained in 
the pregnant sentence: ‘Make your mind be- 
have.”’ Mr. Cole has the right to speak, be- 
cause after the observance of. his hundredth 
birthday, he set out on a speaking tour with 
the energy of a man in robust middle life. 
He has continued his powers of achievement 
into twenty-two years of the new century by 
“*making his mind behave.’? 

““Worry,’* says Mr. Cole, ‘‘kills more people 
than bludgeons, bullets, and disease.’’ And 
the worst of the worries possible to man, he 
points out, is anger. On this point this een- 
tenarian of youthful impulses is emphatic. 
‘Avoid anger,’’ he says, ““By all means avoid 
anger.’’ A woman of the sweetest and sanest 
instinets was pleading in New York the other 
day with a man whom the conduct of a former 
friend had placed in a mental plight. The 
man was angry, bitterly and uncontrollably 
angry. ‘‘It hurts you more, a great deal more, 
than it can possibly hurt him,’’ the woman, 
whom to know is to trust, pleaded with the 
angry man, ‘Anger is a poison,’’ she went 
en. ‘By being angry you are eruelly punish- 
ing yourself.’’ 





The advice given by this young woman ta 
her friend was identical with that offered by 
former Senator Cole at the beginning of the 
second century of his keenly active, because 
well-controlled, life: “Keep your mind in 
order, just as you expect your house to be 
kept in order. Make your mind _ behave. 
By all means avoid anger.’’— 
Christian Science Monitor.

Some Democratic mewspapers appear to be 
trying to extract some grains of consolation 
from the fact that the majorities for Senator 
Tale and Gov. Baxter are much smaller than 
the Republican majorities of 1920.

Building Records Smashed 

Building permits issued for the 
first six days of October represent a 
total expenditure of $38,350, and have 
boosted the total for’the year 1922 
to date to $820,415, which breaks all 
former records for any one year in 
the history of Ontario. 

The former record, which was 
made by the year 1920, was $801,467. 
The total for the year 1921 was 
slightly in excess of $600,000. With 
nearly three months yet to go, in- 
dications are that the million-dollar 
mark will have been passed before 
the first of the year. 

Of the permits issued so tat this 
month, the most important was that 
to William L. Benedict for the erec- 
tion of a two-room reinforced con- 
crete and brick construction building 
oh East A Street, at a cost of $10,000. 
This is to form the first unit of a 
new mercantile district, which Mr. 
Benedict is to establish at A Street 
and Lemon Avenue on the present 
site of the Inter-Ocean Inn, which 
is to be cut in two sections and 
moved to a new site not yet definite- 
ly decided upon. 

Plans of Mr. Benedict call for 
eight stores on A Street and four on 
Lemon Avenue. While the building 
will be but one story in height, it 
will be of very high-class construc- 
tion. The fronts will be finished in 
rough brown brick trimmed with 
enamel brick, with deep-set 
plateglass display windows. 

Mr. Benedict is reported to have 
tenants waiting to occupy his stores 
as fast as he is able to get them 
ready, and his new mercantile cen- 
ter is expected to be a decided addi- 
tion to the city’s business section.

7214 cans of table peaches, 2287 cans 
of pie peaches, 1621 cans of tomatoes, 
2171 cans of apricots. About 2,000 
gallons more wil! be filled. 

In addition to the canning opera- 
tions, a large quantity of fruit has 
been cooked and served during the 
summer. The 18,000 gallons of fruits 
and vegetables will mean that the 
2530 patients and the 800 employes 
will have fruit at intervals of approx- 
imately every other day throughout 
the year. It requires about 106 gal 
lons of fruit for one meal, and at 
this rate there could be 180 meals 
with canned fruit. 

The state purchased considerable 
fruit in addition to that produced on 
the property of the hospital.
